We 
would like the economic benefits of growth . . . but not at the 
expense of the people and industry already here, and 
certainly not ‘at the expense of the small town atmosphere.

That condition is 
bottom because stocks are 
then able to show an 
imbalance on the buy side 
from even moderate buying 
interest. 

When will we have such a 
condition -- nobody knows. 
How will we tell when we 
have it -- in hindsight, based 
on how stocks act. Won't 
that be too late -- not at all, if 
one stays responsive to what 
the action of the market itself 
is saying, and it s»eaks 
through its volume, price 
action, leadership and 
breadth during advances. 
The major fundamental 
concern - interest rates - are 
to a high degree under the 
direct control of the federal 
reserve which started to 
tighten six months ago. We 
believe the fed will loosen 
when evidence of a cooling of 
the recovery is clear and then 
can move quickly enough to 
avoid aborting the recovery.

WHAT TO DO ABOUT 
GUILT 


A number of years ago, a 
stern-faced, plainly-dressed 
man could be seen standing 
on a busy street corner of 
Chicago. As pedestrians 
hurried by on their way to 
business or lunch, he would 
solemnly lift his right arm, 
and pointing to the person 
nearest him, intone loudly 
the single word, ‘‘Guilty!’’ 
Then, without any change of 
expression, he would resume 
his stiff stance for a few 
moments before repeating 
the same gesture and the 
solemn pronouncing of the 
word, ‘‘Guilty!’’ 

The effect of this strange 
behavior on passing 
strangers was almost eerie. 
They would stare at him, look 
away, then look at him again. 
One man even exclaimed to 
another, ‘‘But how did HE 
know?”’ 

How would you feel if 
someone pointed a finger at 
you and shouted the word 
‘Guilty’? Do you ever feel 
guilty? How do you handle 
your guilt feelings? 

Nothing is more common 
in our human experience 
than guilt, It has been said, 
‘*From the first time we were 
discovered putting our hand 
into a forbidden cookie jar to 
the last time we felt that 
sudden shock at seeing a 
state trooper in our rearview 
mirror, we know the 
experience well.’’ All of us 
carry our burdens of guilt, 
little or great; but guilt 
becomes a crisis when it 
becomes unbearable. 

God does not intend that 
we be weighted down with 
guilt. But what can we do 
about it? 


Recognize Your Failure 

The first thing to do is 
recognize your failure or your 
sin. It may be some specific 
act or it may be your need 
before God in general. It will 
demand self-honesty. It may 
even be a painful and 
difficult experience briefly, 
but it must be done in order 
to alleviate the guilt. 

Such was the case with 
King David of Israel. Psalm 


51 is his confession of sin. 
David had committed the sin 
of adultery and murder. 
Because of that, things were 
not going well in his kingdom 
and he was burdened with 
deep guilt. He cried out to 
God, ‘'For I acknowledge my 
transgressions; my sin is 
ever before me. Against 
thee, thee only, have I sinned 


Recognize Your Guilt 

To work through guilt, it 
must be recognized and dealt 
with. Guilt in the Bible is 
always associated with sin. It 
is the direct consequence of 
sin. What then is sin? 

The Bible teaches that sin 
is ‘‘missing the mark’’ of 
what God intended for us. It 
is not so much broken rules 
as broken relationships. Sin 
may manifest itself through 
some specific deed, but a 
specific sin is a symptom of a 
much deeper problem - 
separation from God. The 
Scriptures, therefore, teach 
that we are all guilty of this 
sin of separatjon. 

Guilt in contemporary 
experience is more complex. 
Whereas the Bible sees guilt 
as a fact or status, modern 
experience views it as a 
feeling. The problem with 
guilt feelings is that 
sometimes we have them 
when we should not, and we 
do not have them when we 
should! 

When recognizing your 
guilt or guilt feelings, make 
sure it is therapeutic and not 
neurotic. Therapeutic guilt 
(Godly sorrow) leads to 
repentance, while neurotic 
guilt (worldly sorrow) can 
lead to despair, resentment 
and even suicide. Godly 
sorrow is being sorry for the 
sin; worldly sorrow is only 
embarrassment at being 
caught. 

When there is never any 
guilt, you should be alarmed. 
However, guilt should not 
linger on and on. The 
purpose of guilt feelings is to 
lead us to repentance. 


Recognize Your Need of

As David said in Psalm 
51:16 and 17, God does not

desire outward piety but 
rather contrition - or 
repentance. 

What is repentance? The 
word literally means a 
turning around - a change of 
direction. It means to will-: 
fully turn from your sin and 
back to God. Some people 
think that God will forgive 
them for anything with no 
demands placed upon them. 
While the forgiveness of God 
is a marvelous and free gift, 
there can be no forgiveness 
without genuine repent- 
ance! 

The Bible says, ‘‘Repent 
ye, for the kingdom of 
Heaven is at hand. (Mt. 3:2). 
Acts 3:19 reads, ‘‘Repent ye 
therefore, and be converted, 
that your sins may be blotted 
out when the times of 
refreshing shall come from 
the presence of the Lord . . 
..”’ Jesus said, ‘‘Except ye 
repent, ye shall all likewise 
perish.’’ (Luke 13:3). 

Are you struggling with 
deep guilt? Perhaps you 
need to repent and exper- 
ience that which God said he 
would do -- ‘“‘remove our 
transgressions as far as the 
east is from the west.” 


Recognize God’s full pardon 

After recognizing your 
failure, your guilt and your 
need of repentance (and 
repenting), the final thing to 
do is recognize and receive 
God’s full pardon. David 
expressed it beautifully: 
‘*‘Wash me thoroughly from 
mine iniquity and cleanse me 
from my sin.’’ (Ps. 51:2). He 
prayed, ‘*. . . wash me and I 
shall be whiter than snow. . 
.”’ (verse 7). He said to the 


Lord, ‘‘Create in me a clean © 


heart, O God, and renew a 
right spirit within me. . .” 
(verses 9 and 10). Have you 
made that your prayer? 


One of the thrilling 
scenes of English literature 
comes at the close of 
Nordhoff and Hall’s great 
novel ‘‘Mutiny on the 
Bounty.”’ Some seamen 
stand on trial before a British 
Navy court martial, accused 
of having willfully seized 
their ship on the high seas 
and cast their captain and 
shipmates adrift in a small 
boat. They are found guilty 
and sentenced to be hanged. 
Roger Byam, a young 
midshipman, faces death 
along with the others, In the 
eyes of the law he also stands 
condemned; but influential 
friends - not because they 
believe him to be innocent 
but because they believe him 
to be basically a person of 
loyalty and integrity - go to 
the prime minister and plead 
for mercy. Roger Byam is 
granted a full pardon by His 
Majesty the King. Though 
judged guilty, he is 
acquitted, restored to his 
rank, and the record of his 
crime blotted out as though it 
never happened. 

A King's Pardon - that is 
what God offers you! How 
like the words of God the 
King, ‘I will remember their 
sin no more."’ 

You don't have to live 
with guilt or self-hatred. The 
Bible says, ‘If we confess 
our sins, he is faithful and 
just to forgive our sins, and 
to cleanse us from all 
unrighteoustless."’ (! John 
1:9).

Sims Agrees To 28-Day Suspension

Sept. 2. in Elba and 
adopted a strict new ‘'No Tobacco’’ 
policy at all the county schools. 

The board had discussed the policy 
at prior meetings, but delayed taking 
any action until the results of a similar 
policy in the Ozark City Schools could be

At Friday's meeting, Supt. John W. 
Vaughan recommended implimenting 
the policy at the county's three high 
schools, beginning in the second 
semester.

Attorney General 
Answers County 
Probate Judge 


Attorney General Charles A. 
Graddick recently said that because the 
1983 Legislative election is a special 
election, probate judges are not 
required by law to publish a list of 
qualified electors 

However, Graddick’s opinion noted 
that publication of the list would be 
necessary in some areas where the 
reapportionment of legislative districts 
has resulted in changes in precinct 
lines. The following question was raised 
by Coffee County Probate Judge Marion 


“@runson: 


‘‘l am confused about my re- 
sponsibility to publish a list of the 
qualified electors of Coffee County in 
anticipation of the upcoming election of 
state legislators as ordered by the 
federal court. My first problem comes 
in determining whether or not the Court 
has ordered a primary election, a 
general election or a special general 
election, The provisions of Code of 
Alabama 1975, Section 17-4-129, 
provides for publication of a poll list ‘on 
or before the 20th day preceding the 
regularly scheduled primary election’. I 
am interested to know what publication 
or publications of the voter list are 
required by me for this upcoming 
election.’ 

In the answer, the attorney general 
stated: 

‘*As you point out, the Code only 
requires that the list be published prior 
to the regularly scheduled primary

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continue under our present policy, 
which restricts smoking in certain 
areas, with written permission from the 
students’ parents required,"’ stated 
Vaughan. ‘‘During the first semester all 
parents and students will be informed 
about the new rules and the punishment 
to violators. The students will have 
plenty of time to change their habits." 

The policy adopted last week simply 
states a student can't have any type of 
tobacco in his/her possession at school 
during regular school hours. This 
includes cigarettes, snuff, chewing 
tobacco and all other types of tobacco. 

The idea to include the new policy to 
teachers was dropped, due to the rule 
being unconstitutional. The teachers 
will be allowed to use tobacco, but only 
in certain areas at specified times. 

The official word on the cost of 
asbestos removal was announced by 
Supt. Vaughan, who reported it would 
cost $21,000 to remove the material 
from the county buildings. The 
asbestos, located in two classrooms in 
Kinston and the cafeteria at New 
Brockton High School will be removed 
during the Christmas holidays.

Oct. 1, with the construction expected to 
take eight to ten months.
